President Harrison has appointed Dr. 
Wilcox to be internal revenue collector 
of the Springfield district respite of the 
protests of the Illinois senators. This is 
regarded cs a test case as showing bow 
xnuoh influence congressmen or senators 
have with the present administration ( 
and consequently Senators Cullom and 
Farwell are vexed and disappointed over 
the result in the Springfield collector­ 
ship case. 
It seems that President Harrison pro­ 
poses to d j'all the appointing himself. He 
will not allow any one to act as presi­ 
dent for him. In a dispatch from Wash­ 
ington this paragraph is found: — 
President Harrison is being held person­ 
ally responsible for all the appointments, 
whether he is in fact responsible cr not. 
Nearly every cabinet officer has repeat­ 
edly stated«to gentlemen who called to 
secure appointments that the case would 
be certified up to the president and that 
the chief exeautive would alone deter­ 
mine who should be appointed. 
It is 
no seoret 
that 
the 
president 
bas 
taken 
the 
responsibility 
for 
all 
appointments of Indians. Directions 
have been sent to 
the various de­ 
partments that no Hoosier ba appointed 
without the consent of the president. 
This controls the appointment of all 
fourth-class postmasters in indiana, ex­ 
cept in congressional districts repre­ 
sented by republicans, and of these there 
are but three. Treasurer Huston repre­ 
sents the president in the selection of 
fourth-class postmasters and the coun­ 
ter-signature of “J . N. Hutson” is nec­ 
essary before Assistant i ostmaster-Gen­ 
eral Clarkson will act. It is the practice 
of heads of departments to make no rec­ 
ommendations for the appointment in any 
state where there is a contest involving 
more than one prominent and deserving 
republican. The papers ere all biiefed 
and referred in a bundle to the president, 
who personally gees over them aud se­ 
lects the one he believes should receive 
the preference. 
In nine cases out of ten 
a “dark horse” is selected where there is 
a spirited contest. 
This is done for the 
purpose of keeping down a1! appearances 
desiring to recognize any faction in 
of 


the laws existing prior to that enactment 
remain in force, except as to the change 
in the age of consent and penalty which 
jt was clearly the intention of the le­ 
gislature to establish as printed in the 
law.

Mr. Hayes once took upon himself the 
identical work which President Harrison 
now seeks to do, and no doubt be re­ 
members it with regret to this day. He 
soon found out that he could not beoome 
personally acquainted with every indi­ 
vidual case; and if President Harrison 
thinks he can attend to appointments 
without the aid of congressmen or sena­ 
tors he will learn that the work is more 
than he can do. 
Tho president of th6 
United States dees not surrender a pre­ 
rogative when be reposes trust and con­ 
fidence in a congressman or a senator by 
taking his advice in regard to an ap­ 
pointment. As a rule, the congressman 
or the senator knows all about the merits 
of any particular case, and is therefore 
the best judge as to who shall be ap­ 
pointed. There 
was 
a 
good deal 
of 
Boned 
sense 
as 
well 
as 
humor in the reply of Lincoln to the 
Iowa delegation. The oongressmen and 
the senatators were united on a goodman 
for a responsible office, while he was -op­ 
posed by a delegation of citizens. Mr. 
Lincoln decider' to appoint the man rec­ 
ommended by the congresssmen, which 
brought from tho delegation the ques* 
lion: 
“ But Mr. President;, who is pres­ 
ident, you or oongressmen ?” Mr. Lincoln 
smiled and replied: “ In cases about 
which I really know ^nothing and can­ 
not decide because cf col fileting testi­ 
mony, the congressmen must ret as 
president.” 
It is utterly impossible for President 
Harrison or any other president to thor­ 
oughly and satisfactorily understand the 
merits ct ell cases of appointments 
brought before bim. There are nearly 
ten thousand offices to be filled with 
presidential appointees. How can he 
thoroughly inquire into the 
relative 
merits of the candidates for the same 
office when he is far removed from the 
scene of the contest and knows noth­ 
ing 
whatever 
in 
regard 
to 
the 
candidates? The president must 
be 
guided in his judgment by some one 
familiar with the candidates and the sit­ 
uation, and to one is better qualified to 
do that than either a congressman cr a 
senator. These wto uphold the presi­ 
dent in his scheme to run the machine 
without lie advice cf congressmen or 
senators, mike the charges that the sen­ 
ators have altogether too exalted an idea 
of ‘ senatorial courtesy.” But that charge 
is foolish. The recommendations^!sen­ 
ators, in the Springfield cate, for in­ 
stance, was one of fairness and business 
common sense. 
The boast that President Harrison has 
“not consulted politicians very much” in 
makirg appointments, is un idle one 
and reflects no credit en the men who 
make it or on the president himself. 
There is trouble ahead in such a course 
as that marked out by Harrison. It is 
too big a job for him. Every president 
that has tried it has failed. It l9 not 
business. It is neither fair nor practical.

The National Tribune shows the lowest 
rate of pensions paid, whioh in a very 
large majority of oases, are for practically 
trivial causes; and omits to give the per 
diem of the thousands who draw all the 
way from $12 to $75 a month. 
It is unfair for the ‘ National Tribune 
to attempt to belittle the government be­ 
cause bo many pensioners draw low pen­ 
sions. There is no government od dearth 
that is eo liberal with its pensioners as 
the United States.

C hicago, May 23.—Contrary to popular 
belief Dr. P. H. Cronin was indeed mur­ 
dered. 
His body, doubled un in a catch- 
basiu at Evanston 
avenve an i North 
Fifty-ninth street, Lake View, was found 
by a gang of ditch cleaners Wednesday 
afternoon. Twenty-five of Cronin’s friends 
identified the corpse. 
The finding of tho 
body intensifies tho mystery. 
The wiliest 
speculations are indulged. 
Henry Rosch, John Feningar, and Will­ 
iam Nichols, employes of tho Lake View 
Department of Public Works, were en­ 
gaged in cleaning the ditches and examin­ 
ing the catch-basins. 
About 4 o’clock 
they arrived at the corner of North Fifty- 
ninth street and Evanston road. 
Rosch 
crossed over from the north to tho south 
side of tho street where he began shoveling 
out the sand in the ditch near tho catch- 
basin. 
When within a few feet of the basin he 
detected tho odor of a dead body and 
called out to bis assistants: “ I guess there’s 
adead dog here.” 
He got down on his 
knees aud looked into the catch basin 
through tho iron bars at tho si lo. 
What 
ho saw made him recoil with horror. 
There, wedged down into the narrow catch 
basin, 
was the body of a man partly 
screened from view by a lot of cotton bat­ 
ting that had been thrown over it. 
He 
called his two assistants, who merely 
glanced at the body and retreated. 
Rosch told the men to stay there and at 
once ran to Argyle Park station, where he 
telephoned to the Lake View police station 
an account of his discovery. 
Tho patrol 
wagon hastened to the spot. 
Upon ar­ 
riving there tho officers removed the top 
of the catch-basin. 
The body was thon 
clearly brought to view. 
It was floating, 
face downward, in about two feet of frater. 
Tho body was doubled up airpost like a 
portly opened jack-knife. 
Great att-liko 
cuts were in tho head, and numerous oth?r 
marks of violence. 
It was immediately 
taken from tho hole, wrapped in a blanket, 
and taken to the Lake View police station. 
Id en tifyin g the Body. 
The news of the discovery soon spread 
throughout the town of Lake View, and 
and a large, shoving crowd gathered in 
front of the station house and clamored to 
see tho body. 
A 
squad of policemen 
pushed them back and admitted, two or 
three at a time, tho friends and acquain­ 
tances of the murdered man, who had been 
not>fi:d to come. 
Dr. F. S. Sieber, a member of the Royal 
league with Cronin and a friend of eight 
years’ standing, was the first to see the 
body. 
He looked at it long and doubt 
fully. 
“My impression,” said he, “isthat 
it is tho body of Dr. Cronin, but I won’t 
bo positive. ’ * 
James F. Scanlan, one of the doctor’s 
nearest friends and tho one who has boon 
leading the investigation, arrived. 
He 
looked tho body over carefully. 
Swinging 
by a small silken cord from the dead man’s 
neck was a small agate “ Agnus Dei,” a 
pious emblem of tho Catholic church. 
“ That was tho doctor’s,” said he. 
“ Tho 
doctor had remarkably hairy arms and 
legs; so has this man. 
Tho hair and mus­ 
tache—what is left of them—are those of 
Cronin. 
Cronin was 5 feet l l inches. 
How long is this man?” 
The body was measured. 
It was just 5 
feet l l inches in length. 
“ Let mo see the teeth,” said Mr. Scan­ 
lan; “ that will settle it.” 
The lips were 
parted and a row of large upper tooth re­ 
vealed, the right eye-tooth missing. 
In 
the range of lower teeth was one conspicu­ 
ously black. 
“Those are the teeth of Dr. Cronin, and 
I am certain this is his body. 
I can’t 
stand this; let mo get out.” 
As Mr. Scanlan went out Mr. T. T. 
Conklin, looking sick and faint, came in 
and looked at the discolored mass of flesh 
for fully fifteen minutes and than declared 
that it was the body of Dr. Cronin. 
J. C. O’Keefe of 
126 
Washington 
street, tho doctor’s tailor, measured the 
body and said ho was certain it was that 
of Cronin. 
Hal Buck, the barber at 470 North 
Clark street, who has dressed the doctor’s 
hair and beard for more than a year, rec­ 
ognized tho remains as those of the doctor. 
The H orrible W ounds. 
There was seven horrible wounds on the 
head apparently inflicted with a hatchet 
or some similar weapon. 
Dr. J. R. Brandt 
of the county hospital made a careful ex­ 
amination of the wounds. 
He described 
the wounds as follows: 
A wound on the left temple, at the cor­ 
ner of the left eye, one and one-half inches 
long. 
This wound crushed the skull and 
may have caused instant death. 
A wound 
one and one-half Inches long, cut to tho 
skull, on the loft parietal bone and ex­ 
tending to the frontal bone. 
A wound, 
also cut to the skull, three iuchos in length 
on the otcipital bone at its juncture with 
the parietal bono. 
A cut over the occipi­ 
tal bone four inches long. 
A cut over tho 
right parietal bone two inches in length. 
A heavy contusion on the frontal bone, 
near the edge of the hair. 
A bruise on the 
right leg near the knee. 
In plain language the skull was crushed 
at the outer corner of the left eye; there 
was a big dent in che forehead; a cut 
nearly two inches long on 
top 
of the 
head; a cut over two inches long midway 
between the left ear and the top of the 
head; another cut joining this at tho lower 
end and 
extending 
toward tho left 
temple for two inches; a huge fcut nearly 
four inches long on the back of the head, 
extending nearly from ear to ear, and a 
gash under tho chin. 
“ These cuts,” said Dr. Brandt, 
“ wore 
made with a hatchet I believe. 
They did 
not break the skull, but cut to it. 
Any 
one of them would knock a man insensible 
and might result in death. 
The wound 
near the leftjeye would cause death almost 
at once, for the temple is crushed in. None 
of these wounds, so far as I can now judge, 
was made after death. 
The man must 
have made a noble fight.” 
“ I want to say,” continued Dr. Brandt, 
“ that I have made an examination of the 
hair from this body. 
I am’pre pared to 
swear and to prove that it is identical with 
the hair found in the trunk.” 
An Arrest Made. 
' 
It was rumored on good authority early 
this morning that an arrest had been made 
of a confederate of Woodruff, who is be­ 
lieved to have been implicated in the mur­ 
der of Dr. Cronin. 
The police authorities 
were extremely reticent about the matter 
and would neither affirm nor contradict 
the rumor. 
It was also stated that an­ 
other arrest will be made to-day. 


D isastrous R esu lt of a C ollision B e­ 
tw een Two Steam ers Near M ontreal. 


M o n t r e a l , Cark, May 23. —As the Don­ 
aldson Glasgow liner Cynthia was proceed­ 
ing to this port this morning she was run 
into and sunk by the Allan Royal mail 
steamer Polynesian. 
Eight of the crew of 
the Cynthia were lost. 
Tho accident occurred opposite Pointe- 
aux Trembles, about twelve miles from 
here. 
At this point there is a dangerous 
turn in the ship channel. 
The Polynesian 
left hereabout 4:30 a. rn., and tho accident 
occurred about 5 o’clock. 
The weather 
was fine and clear. 
The survivors of 
tho Cynthia swam 
ashore, and it is said received no assistance 
from tho Polynesian, which proceeded on 
her way. 
The Cynthia was a Clyde built 
steamer of 2,500 tons burdon and had been 
plying between Glasgow and this port for 
tho last five years. 
Tho Polynesian is one 
of the largest of tho Allan fleet, and is 
commanded by Cnpt. Hugh Wylie, one of 
the oldest officers in tho service.

MRS. CARTER GUILTY. 


Such Is the V erdict of the Jury In tho 
Celebrated D ivorce Case. 
C h ic a g o , May 23.—After boing locked 
for eighteen hours in a close room tho jury 
in the Carter case, at 9 o’clock Wednesday 
morning, returned the following verdict: 
“ We, the jury, find the defendant, Les­ 
lie Carter, not guilty. 
“ We, tho jury, find the cross-dofamiant, 
Caroline Louise Carter, guilty of adultery 
as charged in the cross-bill.” 
The verdict of tho jury was reported to 
Mrs. Carter at the Hotel Richelieu, where 
she, has been stopping for several days, one 
of her lawyers conveying the nows in the 
form of a written copy of tho jury’s find­ 
ing. 
The lady received it without any great 
demonstration of emotion, such as might 
have boon expected. 
She did not weep 
nor make a scone, but it is said by tho 
hotel people that she was badly cut up, 
and that judge, jury, and press were de- 
nouncod by her with great bitterness. 
This verdict will give Mr. Cartor the 
custody of tho child, which was tho only 
notable point at issue. 
Tho trial has lasted 
four weeks and is tho most notorious di­ 
vorce case ever tried in Cook county.

The Crafts anti-option bill passed by a 
vote of 88 yeas. 
This bill makes minor 
amendments to tho criminal code with 
reference to tho forestalling of the market, 
corners and option dealing. 
The report of tho joint conference eom- 
mitteo on tho General Appropriation bill 
was presented by Mr. Cooley.

A joint resolution was adopted pftvid 
ing for a joint memorial session of tho two 
houses at 2 o'clock Sunday in honor of tho 
deceased members, Hon. John J. Teefey 
and Hon. Elijah M. Haines. 
In the Senate a message was" received 
from tho Governor transmitting a list of 
notaries public appointed since Jan. 14. 
Tho list contained nearly 2,000 names. 
Tho Houso bill appropriating $100,000 
for tho Joliet penitentiary and to ko6p tho 
prisoners therein employed was pacsed. 
Tho House bill to establish the State his­ 
torical library was passed with only two 
dissenting votes.

For pots containing flowers of bright 
foliage those made of porous clay are tho 
best. 
The pot should bo placed in water 
and then rolled in seed, which takes root 
and grows just enough to enhance the 
beauty of the flower. 
Swoet potatoes with the ends cut off and 
placed in water send forth a beautiful vine 
on which grows a pretty blue flower. 
Tho 
vine grows rapidly, and may bo trained 
around tho vessel in which the potato is 
placed, almost concealing tho sourco of 
life. 
A very pretty flower-pot is a pine cone. 
Canary seed sprinkled in ono will give a 
bushy green foliage, thickly dotted with 
beautiful flowers like the heliotrope. 
By 
suspending the cones between vases which 
contain trailing plants and training tho 
vines along the strings a very prottyjeffect 
is gained. 
Carrots and turnips grow In water, and 
with little care make a very pretty window 
plant. 
Tho water should bo ch an get I as 
often as sediment makes its appearance in 
it 
There are a hundred ways of orna­ 
menting tho house cheaply and tasily with 
plant life. 
The plants referred to are of 
easy and rapid growth and need but little 
care, giving the most beautiful results for 
a minimum of attention. In planting vinos 
for window decoration the richest garden 
soil should bo used, and all dead or decay­ 
ing sprouts should be removed at once. 
When one soos a large ball of green 
flecked with blue stars in a window it is 
hard to believe that the delightful effect is 
gained by sprinkling flax-seed in a sponge. 
This is a very cheap and easy way of 
beautifying a window. 
The sponge should 
bo suspended, moistened just enough so 
that the water will not drip from it, and 
the flnx-soed should then bo thrown over it. 
If the sponge is kept damp, in a fow weoks 
very pretty floral ball will bo tho result. 
The flower, formed like a star with the 
white heart, grows on a stalk, the loaves 
are fern-like in shape and the ball makes a 
charming window ornament.

Then there is at leasts 
quarter of the load big cobble atones that 
it costs fifteen or twenty cents a load to 
have raked cfi'. 
T ilt quarter of a load

time sixty cents. 
It is mixed in with 
washings from tho gutter and as fast as 
the mad washes down again it is scraped 
back. This has been the history of 
Janesville roai-u*aking from the first. 
"Now the best change the city can 
make is to boy a stone crasher, lease a 
section of a quarry and cover the streets 
with crashed stolid. 
Stone of good 
quality, not the rotten shale that breaks 
in your fingers, can be put on for fifty 
Odnts a load. 
When this stone is evenly 
spread nothing more is needed. W hat­ 
ever washes down into the gutter shoe Id 
be carted away. Spreading it on again 
with the road scraper is a wasts of time 
and money. All the streets for a fair 
distance on each side of the business 
streets should be fixed this way, and 
stone should be spread on Main and 
Jackson streets for the full length. The 
experiment will be tried on Jackson 
street right away, although when the 
stone is broken by hand the expense ie 
^ considerably greater. Little towns all 
over the west arc making use of power 
crushers. 
Bt. Charles, Iowa, bas its principal streetB 
dug out two feet, filled up part way with 
large stones, and then topped off with 
the smaller. Janesville’s drainage would 
make this unnecessary, but the top dres 
sing could be used with good advan­ 
tage.”

the state board o ' pharmacy took steps to 
punish. Tbe law of the state restricts 
tbe sale of poisons to pharmacists’ ex 
ceptmg paris green, but it provides that 
tho general de der ►hall keep the same in 
stock put up io one and half pound pack­ 
ages. aud to have each package pro­ 
perly labeled. 
That 
parcels 
con­ 
taining thn, or any non on, eboahl 
be 
properly labeled, is£self-evident. 
The 
prov ision that the green bo kept in stock 
in one and one-half pound packages is to 
prevent the same being weighed out along 
side and on the same scales with articles 
of food, such as sugar, coffee, tea, etc., 
and ,thus avoid contamination. 
Paris 
green is one of the most potent poisons 
and the handling of tbe same requires 
the atmos! caution. 
J t is a combination 
of arsenic and copper, and fatal to man. 
Serious 
accidents 
occar 
each year 
through tbe careless handling and ignor­ 
ance of the potent character of the green 
All re tailers that sell tbe same sh nil I 
comply with the provisions of the laws 
aud thus avoid trouble.”

On that day 
the new constitution was proclaimed, 
whereby tbe government was changed 
from an absolute to a constitutional 
monarchy. Mr. William Elliot Griffis, 
author of "T ie Mikado’s Empire,” writes 
an explanation in the June Forum of the 
constitution whereby the Japanese take 
by far tbe longest step yet taken bv aa 
Asiatic 
people toward free govern­ 
ment. Tbe 36,000,000 common people 
now enjoy for tbe first time the protection 
of law and many cf the rights of free cit­ 
izens. 
Thero is both apropreiy and an 
educational qualification of suffrage, and 
the tnnse of representatives consists of 
about three hundred members of at least 
thirty years of age, who pay national 
taxes to the amount of fifteen dollars, 
and are ohosen for four years. February 
lith was a day of great rejoicing through 
out tho empire. Cities and towns were 
decorated, cannons were fired, and mil­ 
lions cf copies of tbe new constitution 
distributed. 
It was a day, too, of great 
meaning to Japanese women. 
For the 
first time the Empress appeared in pnb­ 
lio with tho Emperor.

I. In all caeca where the grades of 
sidewalks shall not have been fixed by the 
city, all sidewalks shall be laid level with and 
conform to the center line of tho established 
grade of the street. 
2. The common council may, from time to
